“HONEY POTS” 


WHILE SEEKING FOR GOLD 


Ottawa, Ontario, December 3.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—Slowly sinking in the sea of 
mud, at least five men are known to 
have gone down to death, swallowed 
up by the “honey pots” that Me around 
Frederick House lake, in the newly- 
discovered gold mining region of the 
Porcupine district of northern Ontario. 
The story has been brought from the 
new gold fies by W. R. Maclay. 
mining engineer and ppospecttor of 
Montreal, who has spent the summer in 
the immediate district and who, ema- 
ciated and gaunt-visaged, has come 
back to civilization to recover his 
health. 

Mr. Maclay says that just before ne 
started out bound on his tramp, the 
fall rains had converted a large part 
of the district into mad slides and 
wide, deep patches of yielding, shak- 
ing soll. When he left the camp, a 
little more than two weeks ago, nearly 
everything edible had been eaten and 
starvation stared the miners in. the 
face. Some of the miners, in despera- 
tion, faced the peril of the long and 
injuring tramp to Bisco to bring back 
food, the general load being 100 
pounds of provi. iv. 
upon the back. 

The most difficult and deadly part of 


ihe journey was along the shores of | 


Frederick House lake, where there was 
an old Hudson Bay post. 

“It was on this part of the trail,” 
said Mr. Maclay, “*thatlI saw on my way 
out, two men with loads on their backs, 
Slowly sink down in the mud and dis- 
appear from sight. Their cries and 


shrieks were frightful to hear. There 
were several others around, but we 
could do nothing for the two unfor- 
tunates who were gradually enguifed 
before our eyes as we stood nearby 
absolutely unable to afford them any 
assistance. 

“One man told me that he witnessed 
two stalwart fellows sink to their 
death under similar circumstances as 
those I have described. I have al- 
ready told ofa young lad, who went to 
his doom in like manner, lower down 
the trail. It is guite possible there 
were several others who met a like 
fate.”

The removal of negro near beer sa- 
loons from Edgewood avenue will be 
settled by council Monday afternoon. 
It is believed that an ordinance will 
be adopted changing the near beer 
zone so as to keep all saloons from 
Edgewood avenue east of Piedmont 
avenue.

At its last 
meeting Alderman Grant and Alderman 
Pittman agreed to leave the matter 
with the chairman, Aldegman Pomeroy, 
as to whether an ordinance changing 
the beer zone be reported or merely a 
recommendation be made to next year’s 
council. Alderman Pomeroy left the 
city Saturday, and he prepared two re- 
ports, one in the shape of an ordinance 
and the other a recommendation, which 
he sent to Alderman Pittman. These 
were accompanied by a letter in which 
Alderman Pomeroy said he did not 
think a mere recommendation would 
meet the isswe, and would be an eva- 
sion or equivocation.

With one of its specia! advertising 
ears, a picture of which is seen in the 
accompanying cut, Southern Manager 
J..W. Blood, whose headcuarters are 
604 Rhodes building, has gone out into 
the byways and hedges and has given 
away corn flakes right and left. 

In the past two weeks Manager 
Blood. has given away 125,000 sample 
packages of corn flakes in and around 
Atlanta. That makes one for nearly

from Tom Cribbs’ time down to the 


present time, there hag never been re- 


corded in.a single year anything ap- 
proaching the number of deaths di- 
rectly due to boxing contests that have 
occurred thus far this season. 

The death at Presque Isle, Maine, 
of Billy Dunning, one of the few box- 
ers who could point to a draw with 
Jack Johnson, the world’s heavyweight 
champion, made the sixteenth fatality 
in the prize ring in 1910, while there 
are at least two other. boxers now 
lying at this point in hospitels, one 
being the veteran Andy Daly, famous 
ten years ago. 

These fatalities of the.prize ring 
have extended from the eastern coast 
of Maine to the Pacific ocean, and as 
far south as Bluefielda, Nicaragua, 
where a corporal in Uncle Sam's serv- 
ice met his death in a friendly contest 
with the gloves. In the past, two or 
three deaths in a season from boxing 
have been sufficient to attract genera!

Just what matters of importance 
will come up for the associatiun’s con. | 
sideration is hard to predict in ad-. 
vance, but one thing in particular will 
provably be widely and strenuously 
discussed, and that is the summer 
baseball rule. 

The tenor of the suggestions that 
have already been put into writing are 
to the effect to banish this rule en- 
tirely. 

The suggestion of the University otf 
Georgia in the matter appears to be 
the best one that has yet been brougnt 
to light. In brief it is: 

The rule prohibiting college players 
to engage in summer baseball be abol-, 
ished, in the sense that it applies to, 
bona fide students. It is suggested by 
Georgia that when a man has attend- 
ed a college one year that he can play 
summer baseball and not be deemed 
ineligibie to play on his college team 
the next season, provided, of course, 
he returns to the school which he was 
attending prior to playing this sum- 
mer ball, 

In the event of a player who attends, 
for instance, the University of Geor- 
gia, playing summer baseball! and then 
going to Vanderbilt, he shall forfeit 
his right to play on that team, but if 
he returns to Georgia he will be eligi- 
ble, that is, after he has attended 
Georgia for one year or more and 
proven himself a bona fide student ol 
that school, 

Georgia’s suggestion appears to be a 
fair and logical one, What is the ditf- 
ference between the students of a col- 
lege playing basebal! durfng the sum- 
mer months and their working at some 
trade? Both are professions, and the 
bona fide student who chooses base- 
ball as his profession should not be 
barred from his college team next 
season for that reason. It is not fair 
to him.

Pneumatic Tires Going. 


George Westinghouse, of the West-. 
inghouse Machine Co., of East Pitts- 
burg, Pa., is the inventor of the new 
device that will in the near future 
eliminate the pneumatic tire from 
daily use on the automobile, and in 
its stead place the solid rulsber tires, 
non-punctureable, also eliminating the 
necessity of tire replacement, a most 
appalling expense to some automobile 
owners. 

Mr. Westinghouse’s invention con- 
Sists of four brass cylinders, air 
springs, that have taken the place of 
the ordinary steel springs of the au- 
tomobile, the latter having been re- 
moved entirely. Two of these are <t- 
ted on the front and two on the back 
ax'es. 

The resiliency of the automobile has 
not been impaired in the least by the 
substitution of the solid tires for the 
pneumatic. In fact, it has been en- 
hanced, if anything, by the installa- 
tion of the air springs. Thev have a 
wonderful elasticity, responding in 
delicate balance to even the merest 
touch of the hand, and six men jump- 
ing up and down on the chassis of @ 
car, aS was done in a test at the West- 
inghouse plant on his own limousine 
car, show further its wonderful elas- 
ticity. 

The Invention. 

Mr. Westinghouse’s own description 
of his new invention will probably tell 
better its advantages than a layman 
Here is how he de- 
scribes it: 

“You don’t \.ant a technical] descrip- 
tion, I suppose? No. Well, you see, 
this automobile is, with two excep- 
tions, of the convention style. The 
exceptions are, first, that it has no 
springs in the sense that the word 
‘springs’ is usually understood, the 
springs having been removed and these 
four brass cylinders, two in front and 
two behind, having taken their places. 
The second exception’is that the car 
has solid rubber tires instead of pneu- 
matic tires. 

“Now, if you will get closer you will 
see that what appears to you 10 be a 
single cylinder, are really two cylin- 
ders, or concentric tubes, an upper 
One attached at the top of the chassis 
frame, and a lower one attached at 
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the bottom of the axle. The inner 
cylinder, or tube, telescopes into the 
outer; the outer telescopes over the 
inner. . These‘ outer tubes are mud- 
Suards. Inside of each are three other 
tubes arranged for similar telescopic 
action and with annular spaces be- 
tween them. These spaces are con- 
nected by a series of openings, with a 
central chamber. 

“Inside this central] chamber is a 
Standpipe. The annular spaces are al- 
ways filled with oil. These chambers 
and spaces are charged with air and 
Oil. The standpipe fixes the lowest 
permissible oil level. Rings at the 
ends of the telescoping tubes act as 
pisions and cause a portion of the oll 
to flow in and out of the central cham- 
ber through ports at the lower en4. 
There is also a self-adjusting pack- 
ing, which prevents the escape of oll. 
But this packing is not absolutely air- 
tight, because it must be properly lub- 
ricated. A minute quantity of oil is 
allowed to escape past the piston for 
purpose of lubrication, and it finds 
its way to the bottom of the annular 
chamber. 


Heart of Invention. 


“In the bottom of the central cham- 
ber is the heart of the invention, a 
little pump which, while the car is 
running, takes any oil that has col- 
lected in the way I have just told you 
and restores it to the spaces and cham- 
bers where the main body of oil seals 
the air and prevents its escape. 

“When the car is running the pis- 
tons are constantly working up and 
down in their respective annular cham- 
bers, keepig the oil in circulation. Be- 
sides this, the air pressure is always 
maintained because the packing is 
thoroughly sealed with oil. 

“Now, what we have here is @ spring 
suspension that can be accurately a@- 
justed to suit the load. Mind you, 
this is a shockless spring, not an aux- 
fliary to an ordinary steel spring. You 
see, if we partly fil) the cylinders with

HUPMOBI.E TOURING CAR 
AROUSES LOCAL INTEREST 


Development of Noted Run- 
about Model a Trim Machine. 
Guaranteed for Life. 


The interest aroused some time ago 
by the announcement that the Hupp 
Motor Car Company would market 4 
touring car, has been intensified and 
crystallized here by the arrival of the 
demonstrating car. An inspection of 
the car confirms the expectations 
ealleq forth by the first announcement. 

In appearance, the touring car is 45 
trim and well proportioned as the Hup- 
mobile Runabout. With a wheel base 
of 110 inches, and with the long, low 
body, it pleases the eye at once. 

Insofar as essential mechanical deé- 
tails are concerned, the touring car 
differs in no respect from the run- 
about. The frame, of course, is heavier 
because of the added length and the 
increased weight it will be called upon 
to carry. The rear spring is heavier 
and is made of vanadium sbteel. 

The engine is the same that has won 
a reputation for the runabout all over 
this country and in many foreign lands. 
It has four cylinders and develops 20- 
horse power, which is deemed adequate 
for the carrying of four passengers, the 
car’s capacity. 

In equipment, which the price of 
$900 includes, the Hupmobile Touring 
car is out of the ordinary. The stock 
or regular equipment embraces a 
Bosch high tension magneto, shock 
absorbers on the front springs, gas 
headlights and a gas generator, rear 
tires 31x3% inches, and the usual three 
oil lamps, horn and tools. 

One of the mew cars is now under- 
going a test to which few cars new 
or old are subjected. This is a tour 
around the world which will embrace 
nearly every country and city Of im- 
portance. The car left Detroit early 
in November. 

A feature in connection with this 
car—and with all the other Hupmobile 
models—which is really extraordinary 
is the life guarantee. This provides 
‘for the replacement by the factory, 
free of charge, of any parts which de- 
velop defects, either in material or 
workmanship, during the life of the 
car. The customary time limit of a 
motor car guarantee igs 90 days, while 
some manufacturers warrant their 
product for a year. So the Hupmo- 
bile guarantee, covering the life of the 
car and making no distinction as to 
ownership at the time any replace- 
ment should become necessary, is quite 
unusual. The maker’s guarantee and 
the prices give the Hupmobile line a 
distinction that is quite unique among 
motor cars. 

R. C. Hupp. general manager of the 
Hupp Motor Car Company, says: 

“Conservative conclusions, drawn 
from the unparalleled successes of the 
runabout during the past season, 
justify us in prophesying a great fu- 
ture for this mew touring car, which, 
with the equipment, is the lowest 
priced touring car ever offered ip 
this country. It is the first touring 
car under one thousand dollars with a 
sliding gear tfansmission. It ig also 
the firgt touring car under one thou- 
gand dollars with a Bosch magneto: 
and last, but not least, it is the first 
touring car for less than one thousand 
dollars which has more than one hun- 
dred inch wheel base. The car is as 
staunch and true in every way as our 
runabout; is nearly as fast on the road 
where speed is required and almost 
as economical, probably going within 
a mile or two as far on a galion as 
the runabout, which is twenty-five 
miles to the gallon.

“Kid” has shown his 
worth in every game this season, being 
a shining light tn each contest. His 
work in advancing the ball, despite 
his weight of 140, has peen superb, and 
he has shared honors with McWhorter 
in scoring 235 of the 281 points Geor- 
gia has registered. In the interference, 
he is the best man on the eleven, al- 
ways spilling his man; while on de- 
fensive he is one of the best men that 
ever worked on a southern gridiron. 
Fast as chain Hghtning, game to the 
very core, and a veritable glutton for 
punishment, he seems to nave an in- 
stinctive diagnosis of the opposing play 
and is right there to meet it, and, 
though he is light, is a vicious tackler 
and an experienced player. 


His Spirit. 


But the greatest point in his favor 
as captain of the 1911 team ifs his spirit 
and the knack he has of infusing a like 
determination to fight to the last ditch 
into his teammates. This was shown in 
the Mercer game, and has been true in 
all the others, for the plucky little half 
back has given his teammates ginger 
by his own work, and has spurred them 
on to make a better showing than they 
would have, time and again. 

In addition, Woodruff is no mean 
punter, for hig kicks in the Tech game 
average about 60 yards, and he is also 
some drop kicker, so that, if choosing 
the greatest all-around player means 
a splendid captain, Georgia is, indeed, 
fortunate next fall. 

And, while he was not chosen as 
All-Southern this year, those who have 
seen him work consider him greater 
than the Sewanee star, Browne or sev- 
eral others who have been picked for 
this mythical honor. Anyway, under 
his leadership Georgia promises to be 
dangerous next season.

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WORK ON SHERMAN LAW 
A VALUABLE COMPENDIUM 


Albert H. Walker, member of the 
New York bar, has condensed a vast 
amount of history, information, and 
given strong sidelights on the Sherman 
anti-trust act, in a little volume just 
issued by the Equity Press of New 
York, entitled “The History of the 


Sherman Law.” | 

Tracing the legislative history of the 
act from its introduction in congress 
by Senator John Sherman on December 
4, 1889, to its approval by President 
Harrison on December 2, 1890, he 
shows that it has been honored more 
in the breach than in the observance. 

The author briefly synopsizes the ac- 
tion of committees, speecites in both 


books, he believes it a wise and benefi- 
cent law, seeking to secure to the peo- 
ple the benefits of an open market and 
freedom from trade _ restraint. But, 
looking at the prosecutions attempted 
under it during the last twenty years, 
he says it has practically borne no 
fruit. Each of the seventeen im- 
portant cases brought under the Sher- 
man law and finally appealed to the 
supreme court of the United States are 
reviewed by the author, and he in- 
dulges in lengthy speculation as to

A tall gentlenian, bearded somewhat 
like a bard, as Shakespeare would ob- 
serve, was leaning over the case con- 
taining the fountain pens in an At- 
lanta store, apparently inspecting 
them, when a Constitution representa- 
tive entered the store. 

“Can you doctor my pen ” asked the 
reporter. “It does not perform as it 
should,” 

The tall gentleman made some 
silght adjustment and the feed wis 
all right again. 

“You certainly know the insides of 
a pen,’ remarked the newspaper man. 

“I ought to know fountain pens by 
this. time. My father inverted them 
and I sold the first one that was ever 
put on the market.” 

“This is L. E. Waterman,” said Jolin 
Aldredge, who came up at that mo- 
ment. 

“Yes, I peddled the first pens my 
father made, and I did a lot of walk- 
ing that year, too. Walking was 
cheaper than street cars. And it was 
cheaper to. go. without .lunch than to 
buy it down town, too. It took per- 
sistent work to introduce the new de- 
vice. I sold about 200 pens the first 
year, and my gross sales amounted 
to only $600.” 

“Now the company sells 1,900,000

pens a year and does a gross business | 
that runs up into the millions,’ Mr. 
Aldredge remarked. 

Talking of the invention, Mr. Wa-'! 
terman said that his father got: the 
idea from an army Officer. “My father 
was an insurance solicitor and used 
to carry a small bottle of ink attach- 
ed to his finger ring,’ he said. “One 
day he was writing a,.policy for an 
army officer who said'to him, ‘Why 
don’t you invent a pen that will carry 
its own supply of ink?’ 

“Father went to work on the idea 
and evolved a pen which contained a 
fountain and fed as it wrote. His 
first factory was the Kitchen table. 
and his total cash working capita! 
was $60. The first year was discour- 
aging in sales, but we knew we had 
a good thing and believed that it was 
only a question of educating the pub-. 
lic. We kept pushing the pen as hard 
as we could, and now we have a fac- 
tory which has thousands of em- 
ployees.”’ 

The inventor died a few years ago, 
but he had lived long enough to see 
his invention in use all over the world. 
The son travels the United States, 
Canada, South America, Europe and'! 
Africa. He has sold pens and estab- 
lished branches on every continent ex- 
cept Asia.

village, where the former attacked in 

force, firing from roofs and windows. 

| The two officers at their head were 

killed and a number of soldiers, re- 

' ported anywhere from nine to twenty, 

Several prisoners were captured and 

are said to have followed the Latin- 

American custom of joining the en- 
.emy. Governor Sanchez explained to 
the correspondent that owing to the 
| death of the officers, he was without 
' reliable advices. He understood, he 
' gsaid, that about fifty of the soldiers 
made good their retreat and were en- 
deavoring to return to Chihuahua. 

The governor confirmed the report 
that reinforcements are expected here 
daily to garrison the town, while the 
force of 800 troops now here  pro- 
ceeded along the Mexico and North- 
western railway in an attempt to paci- 
fy the disaffected districts. He antici- 
pates severe fighting of a guerrila 
nature In the mountains?

Washington, December 3.—Iin what 
was said to be an initial effort to bring 
about a semblance of harmony in the 
divided republican forces of the United 
States senate, President Taft invited a 
number of the regular and progressive 
leaders to the white house today. 

The presence of the regulars, who 
dropped in singly and in pairs during 
the day, attracted little attention. But 
political: Washington began to sit up 
and take notice when Senator A 
Cummins, of Iowa, the recognized lead- 
er of the insurgent wing of the party 
in the senate, arrived at the executive 
offices at 3:45 p. m. He was quickly 
followed by Senator William E, Borah, 
of Idaho, progressive. Later came the 
information that Senator Bristow, of

Kansas, had been invited by telephone | 


to come to the white house, but had 
failed to put in an appearance. 
He Saw Senators Separately. 


The president did not attempt to 
bring the senate leader together in 
one big conference. There were never 
more than two in his private office 
at one time. He saw Senators Cum- 
mins and Borah together, and then had 
a private word with each alone. 

In insurgent circles tonight it was 
said that the preliminary conferences 
with the president had given ho defi- 
nite promise of success, The president, 
was reported as conciliatory, and is 
said to have declared he was anxious 
to do all in his power to bring about 
unity of action in the party. 

A prominent member of the progres- 
sive wing in the senate was asked to- 
night for an expression as to the out- 
iook for bringing the regulars and in- 
surgents together. 

He shook his head. 

“Such a thing is possible.” he de- 
clared; “but it certainly is not prob- 
able.”’, | 

This opinion was echoed by others. 

Not Admitted at White House. 

At the white house it was not ad- 
mitted- that President Taft was. mak- 
ing a special effort to bring the tn- 
surgents, or progressives, into line. It 
was declared with a great deal of em- 
phasis that Messrs. Cummins, Borah 
and Bristow had been. invited to call 
only as a part of the president’s plan 
to consult as many as possible of the 
senators and congressmen regarding 
recommendations in his message and 
the legislative program for the coming 
session. . 

It was pointed out that during the 
day the president had consulted with 
Senators Lodge of Massachusetts, Root 
of New York, Nelson of Minnesota, 
McCumber of North Dakota, Curtis of 
Kansas, Smoot of Utah, and a host of 
representatives from various sections 
of the country. It alsq was said that 
several of the house insurgents were 
to be invited to conferencés next week. 

‘Invited by Taft. 

Senator Cummins’ call at the white 
house ‘today was the first he had made 
there in over a year. He made no ef- 
fort to conceal the fact that his pres- 
ence at the executive offices was due 
entirely to the president’s specific in- 
vitation” As he was leaving the white 
house with a copy of the president’s 
message in his hand, the senator re- 
marked upon the fact that it had been 
a long time since he had visited the 
executive offices. 

“But you probably will come oftener 
in the future?” was suggested. 

“I wouldn't predict that too strong- 
ly,” replied the progressive leader, 
with a smile. “I am always glad to 
come, however.” 

“Your conference with the president 
was a pleasant one?” asked one of a 
group of newspaper men. 

“This conference- with you. gentle- 
men, is very pleasant,” the senator an- 
swered, and said goodby, declaring he 
could not discuss the visit in any way. 

Senator Borah said he would have 
a further conference with the presi- 
dent this week. . Like Senator Cum- 
mins, he had little or nothing to say.

IN UNITED STATES 


Tentative Estimate Made 
by Census Bureau. 


Washington, December 3.—The pop- 
ulation of the United States should be 
91,193,490, if the rate of increase shown 
by states on which complete returns 
have been received and tabulated by 
the census office is maintained. 

Counting New Mexico and Arizona-for 
present purposes as states, the full 
returns of the enume~ation under the 
thirteenth census have been tabulated 
for 3 out of the 49 and the District 
of Columbia. They show a grand total 
of 66,355,178, as against 53,-99,626. for 
the same area in 1900. This is a gain 
of just 20 per cent over the 75,994,575, 
i dicated by the census of 1900. A cor- 
responding increase forthe sixteen re- 
maining states would bring the fix- 
ures for the entire country up to the 
number stated. 

The states not yet announced are 
Arkansas, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi, Montana, New Jer- 
sey, North. Dakota, North -Carolina, 
South Carolina, South Dakota, Texas, 
Utah, Washington, Wisconsin and Wy- 
oming. Of these, it is expected that 
Texas and Washington wiil show very 
large increases and that Georgia, New 
Jersey. Montana, Utah, Wyoming and 
the Dakotas will go beyond the aver- 
age, so there is little doubt that the 
exact grand total will be even more 
than the present tabulation indicates. 
It would not be surprising if the ag- 
gregate would be almost 91,500,000, 
which fs 1,500,000 more than has been 
generally estimated.

91,193,490 SOULS CLEARINGS CAIN

From First of Year to 
First of December. 


Atlanta’s clearing house receipts for 
the year up to December 1 show a gain 
of more than $160,000,000 over the first 
eleven months of last year, quite the 


largest gain ever made in the history’ 


of banking in Atlanta. 

‘Up to December 1, 1909, the clearing 
house receipts for 1909 were $344,688,- 
898.27, while during the same period 
this year the receipts have been $605,- 
150,359.64, a gain of $160,461,461.37. 

Over and against the above figures, 
however, stands the fact that there 
was more money on deposit in the 


banks of Atlanta on December 3, 1909, 
than there was Saturday by almost 
$275,000. On Deecmber 3 off last year 
there was on deposit in the banks of 
this city $27,823,310.30, while on Satur- 
day there was only $27,551,018.95. 

That neither the comparison of the 


‘cleAring house receipts nor that. of the 


bank deposits are exactly indicative of 
true conditions locally ig the opinion 
of those who are closest in touch with 
the local financial situation. 


So far as the clearing house figures | 


go, the comparison is hardly fair, since 
it was during the year of 1909-that 
the new system of collecting out-of- 
town checks, now in force here, was 
put in. This change makes‘a slight in- 
creaSe in the amount of business that 
goes through the clearing house, and 
for thig reason shows the gain in bank 
clearings to be slightly larger than it 
is. However, the present system of 
collections was in effect for aimost 
ning months of 1909, which would tend 
to show that it could have but com- 
paratively little effect upon the figures 
for the entire year. 

There seems to be little or no dif- 
ference of opinion among local bank- 
ers as to the reason for the falling off 
in bank deposits. They point out that 
several million dollars’ worth of real 
estate has changed hands in Atlanta 
within the past few months, hundreds 
of people drawing up on their ac- 
counts for payments. But the money 
o into real estate proper, 
it is said. Hundreds of notes secured 
by real estate weré bought up, it is 
pointed out, and the holders of these 
notes have filed them away in their 
safety deposit vaults. The money for 
the purchase of these notea was prac- 
tically all drawn from local banks, 
and comparatively Nttle of it has been 
replaced. During the recent activity in 
real estate in Atlanta, one of the city’s 
best-posted bankers gave it as his 
opinion that there was more than 
$3.000,000 worth of purchase money 
notes which had been taken up in this 
manner in ‘Atlanta in less than five 
months. 

Comparative figures of the clearing 
house receipts for last week and last 
month show great gains over the same 
periods of last year. These compari- 
sons are fair because of the fact that 
the records of 1909 were made after 
the present system of collections had 
been put in force. 

The clearing house receipts for the 
week which closed Saturday show $165,- 
§76,723.14, as against $12,301,698.68 in 
1909. For the month of November of 
this year the clearing house receipts 
were $66,345,270.64. against $55,638,- 
405.70 for November of last year, a 
gain of $10,706,864.94 over the receipts 
of last year.

His two 
clerks left on Friday and will prepare 
for occupancy offices for Mr. Terrell 
in the senate office building. Here 
each senator has two rooms, one far

Terrell. Mr. Perry was formerly

Four 
years of Senator Clay’s term yet re- 
main. In this time two governors of 
Georgia are to be elected, for the term 
of a senator is the equal in lengtb e! 
three terms of state executives. The 
term of a representative In the lower 
house is only two years, but that of a 


senator is six years. 
Believes in Popular Elections. 

Asked about the proposed genatorial 
primary, he said: 

“Iam always in favor of the people 
expressing their choice on any proposi- 
tion. Nothing would delight me more 
than for the state executive committee 
to submit the question of the sena- 
torial successioz. to the people. 

“While I feel that my election by the 
legislature next summer is assured, I 
am too strong a believer in the demo- 
cratic principle of popular elections to 
oppose a state primary even if I 
feared that I would be defeated as a 
candidate before the people I ould 
rather sacrifice my chances of ele@tion 
than sacrifice a principle that we 
democrats~have contended for s0 earn- 
estly. But I am going to be elected, 
either by the people or by the legisla- 
ture.” 

No further developments occurred 
Saturday in the senatorial matter. The 
only candidates so far announced are 
Mr. Terrell, Judge W. A. Covington of 
Colquitt, and Hon. T. W. Hardwick of 
the tenth congressional district. No 
word has been heard from Governor- 
elect Smith either in favor of a pri- 
mary or announcing that he would be 
a candidate before the legislature. Any 
statement of what the governor-elect 
will do would be speculation pure and 
simple. 

Covington for a Primary. 

In last week’s issue of The Jeffer- 
sonian, edited by Hon. Thomas FE.

CLAUSE IN LEASE 


When: Traffic Manager 
of the State Road. 


Now As Governér of State He 
Is Called Upon to Enforce 
Provision in W. & A. Lease, 
Which Will Greatly Reduce 
Rates to ene. 


tained 


When Traffic Manager Joseph M. 
Brown, of thé: Western and Atlantic 
railroad, away back in 1889, suggest- 
ed that a provision regarding freight 
rates from points in “Georgia to Chat- 
tanooga should be, ingerted in the lease 
comtract of the state road, it is alto- 
gether improbable that the aforesaid 
traffic manager even dreamed that as 
Governor Joseph M. Brown, in 1910, 
he would be called upon to enforce 
that identical prevision of that con- 
tract. age 

Such, however, has. come to pass. 
and some time this week the governor 
will have presented to him by the 
railroad commission its finding in the 
case of the Atlanta Freight Bureau 
against the Nashvifle, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railroad, lessees of the West- 
ern and Atlantic, to the effect that the 
lessee is not complying with the clause 
in the contract which provides’ that 
the rate on through shipments of 
freight shall be the same as the local 
rate fixed by the commission. 

Applying Southern Rates. 

As stated in The Constitution Sat- 
urday morning, the commission found, 
after investigation, that the lessee, [n- 
stead of applying the local rates for 
shipments from points in Georgia to 
Chattanooga, has applied the southern 
Classification to these shipments. 
which, in more than 200 instances, are 
higher’ than ‘the lotal rates, or the 
tates between points in Georgia. 

Since the case is beyond the juris- 
diction of the commission because it 
involves interstate rates, the only re- 
course is for the governor to eJjther 
enter suit to compel an enforcement 
of the lease contract or to declare the 
lease void and take over the road. 

Governor Brown returned Saturday 
from Frankfort, Ky., and since he has 
not received the briefs in the case, he 
declined to discuss it. All the briefs 
and facts in the case will be cite: to 


the governor some time this week for | 


whatever action he may deem neces- 
sary under the circumstances. 

But ta get back to the opening par- 
agraph, it was Governor Brown, who, 
as Traffic Manager Brown, had that 
particular clause put in the lease. 

For twenty years prior to 1889, the 
state road had been leased by a Geor- 
gia company of wiwhich - Governor 
Brown's father, Joseph E. Brown, was 
president. —

About Whooping Cough. 

“Contagious diseases are not in- 
cluded in this list, but I do wish to 
say a ward about whooping cough in 
their own back yards. They sometimes 
even say that their children caught 
it from someone elise and they are not 
zOing «o keep theirs at home; that 
whooping cough does not amount to 
anything, anyway. The doctors all 
know that while this may be true to 
a certain extent in older children, yet 
‘when a young, delicate child contracts 
a well marked case, it is very often 
fatal. If I deliberately expose some 
baby to whooping cough and that baby 
died, I would feel personally respon- 
sible for its death. 

“This brings us to the last and most 
important part of this paper. 

Hew Can This Great Sacrifice Be 
Stopped? 

“Tl think it is trué that the vast m&- 
jority of children are healthy at birth. 
Whjle some are born prematurely and 
others weak, still I think many: of 
the deaths which are recorded as con- 
genital debility, etc. are really cases 
of poor or insufficient milk supply in 
the mother, because many who are 
weak at birth rapidly become strong,

Dr. R. R. Daly, in opening the meet- 
ing, said that the doctors of Fulton 
county realized that if they were to be 
successful in their efforts to bring 
about hygienic conditions in the com- 
munity they must obtain the help o2 
the ladies. It was for this purpose, 
then, that the Fulton County Medica: 
Society had invited the Georgia KFed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs to co-oper- 
ate with them in a series of meeting 
to education the people on importans 
medica] matters. 

The first speaker of the evening, 
Dr. Charles Boynton was then intor- 
duced, Dr. Boynton’s paper follows: 


Dr. Boynton’s Address. 
Dr. Boynton’s address was as fol- 


lows: 


“Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

The future of any nation depends 
on the increase of her population. No 
nation will continue whose population 
is at a standstill. The increase de- 
pends upon the birth rate, the death 
rate, and immigration. In our part of 
the country the increase is controlled 
by the birth rate and death rate, as the 
immigration is’ not large enough to be 
reckoned with. 

“We not only want a normal birth 
rate and fof those children to live, bui 
we want them to develop into strong, 
men and women. In the matter of nor- 
mal growth and development, and even 
in the question of life ang death, We, 
the laity as well as the doctors, have 
a great deal to do with the result. 
We who belong to the upper or favor- 
ed classes littlegrealize the amount of 
life which is lost or actually desiiu. 
around us through ignorance. At the 
present time the entire civilized world 
is awakening to the _ responsibility 
which is resting upon us in this line. 
The frightful sacrifice must be stonned. 
and the only way this can be accom- 
plished is by educating the masses how 
to care for young human beings. The 
larger cities of the north are doing 
this work, and Atlanta must not lag 
behing if she would keep her place as 
second largest southern city in popula- 
tion and first {n progressive spirit. The 
time is passing when the raising of in- 
fants is left in the hands of the “old 
mammy.” Foolish advice should not 
be received from old women who have 
raised six children and lost seven. 


Local Conditions. 


“I have decided to confine this paper 
largely to local conditions as far as 
possible, and see how things stand in 
our own backyards, rather than try to 
tell you what our northern neighbors 
are doing. 

“I have been carefully over our 
health board records, beginning with 
1904 and going through 1909. These 
records are not as definite as we might 
wish for the purposes of this particular 
paper, and still a good deal of very 
valuable information can he derived 
from them. Through no fault of the 
health board, but from the fact that a 
large number of the births in our city 
have not been reported, the birth rec- 
ords are so deficient that it becomes 
necessary to leave them out of consid- 
eration. The death records are much 
‘more definite, but they, too, are faulty 
from the fact that exact diagnoses are 
not always possible, and often the final 
cause of death is not the real underly- 
ing cause. For example, a child may 
die from broncho-pneumonia, while the 
chief cause might be an ileo-colitis, or 
some type of malnutrition. Unfortyu- 
nately the ages at death are not given 
in the records under the _ different 
diseases in many instances, so we will 
be compelled to take the diseases where 
most of the deaths certainl§ occur in 
children, and draw conclusions as best 
we can. 

“In order not to bore you with sta- 
tistics, I have decided to combine the 
figures for the six years beginning 
with 1904 and going through 1909. ¢«) 
have the statistics for the separate 
years in case y one is interested.) 
During this time there were 13,922 
deaths in the/city of Atlanta. Of this 
number 3,123/(22.4 per cent. or a little 
over one-fifth) were under two years 
old, and 2,3668 (17 per cent, or one- 
sixth) were under one year oid. Of 
these children, certainly the vast ma- 
jority had the right to lve as they 
were born healthy. 


Why Did They Die? 


“TI will only consider three of the 
most striking causes of death recorded 
as occurring in children under two 
years during this time. 

“Diarrhoea and enteritis are record- 
ed as responsible for 756. This does 
not include cases recorded as dysen- 
tery, many of whom wefe probably un- 
der two years old. These diseases are 
generally’ due to some error in feed- 
ing and can justly be laid to ignor- 
ance in the majority of cases. The 
large part of those dying under one 
year were due to improper feeding. 
but the records do not show this. 
These deaths were largely preventable 
This shows the necessity for breast- 
feeding wherever possible and also 
more general knowledge in regard to 
~~ artificial feedings. 

“Congenital debil'ty, icterus, etc., 
which accounts for 321, is the next 
most striking cause. Many of these

It has 
been shown by Pinard, in France, that 
In one group of 500 women who 
worked right up to the time of con- 
finement the babies averaged 6% 
pounds. In another group of 600 who 
spent ten days in retreat before the 
time, the average weight was 7% 
pounds. In’a third group of 500 who 
were in retreat for a longer time, the 
average weight was 7% pouds. Thus 
a law which prevented women work- 
ing in factories for a certain time be- 
fore confinement would produce 
stronger babies, but it would also we 
necessary in many cases to pro’ ide a 
means of support during this time. 
Much good would come from the ob- 
stetrician paying closer attention to 
the baby. Too often the care of the 
baby is left to the combined efforts 
of the nurse and the devoted grand- 
mother, the physician sometimes not 
seeing the child undressed after it is 
handed.to the nurse immediately after 


birth.

How to Care for Baby. 


“For those cases where a physician 
is nat tn attendance a small pamphlet 
containing the essentials of how to 
care for a newseborn baby as regards 
bathing fresh air and the necessity for 
regularity as to the time for nursing. 
would be beneficial in many cases. 
Most ignorant women nurse their 
babies when they cry, regardless of 
the interval of time since last murs- 
ing. This is wrong, as it interferes 
with digestion, teaches the infant bad 
nabits, and when it wants to nurse all 
night interferes with the mother’s 
sleep and reduces her milk supply. 
Every mother should know that dur- 
ing hot weather and when children 
are irritable on account of cutting 
teeth, they should have less food and 
more water. They should understand 
that babies under 1 year should have 
very little in the way of solid food: 
that cake and candy is a very poor diet 
even for 3-year-olds.

“In conclusion, I wish to reaq the 
following extract from an explanatory 
list of diagramg relating to deaths of 
infants, prepared by the bureau of the 
census for the annual meeting and ex- 
hibit of the American Association for 
Study and Prevention of Infant Mor- 
tality, in Baltimore, November 9 to ll, 
1910: 

“"The message of vital statistics to 
the American Association for Study 
and Prevention of Infant Mortality. 

“*Begin the attack upon infant mor- 
tality with the prevention of the diar- 
rheal diseases of infancy, taking pre- 
caution early in the year, before the 
onset of, hot weather, that all food 
supplies, and “especially milk, that will 
bs used by infants during the ap- 
proaching hot weather of July and Au- 
gust, shall be kept in proper sanitary 
condition. The same precautions, of 
course, should be continued as a mat- 
ter of fixed custom and habit through- 
out the year, but the immediate effects 
of reduced mortality of infant life will 
be gained by special vigilance before 
the period of maximum mortality from 
diarrheal diseases. The prevention of 
these diseases —-~ which are pre- 
eminently filth diseases—will wipe out 
one-fourth of the total number ot 
deaths of babies under two years ot 
age. 

““It will do more than that. Many 
of the deaths from “convulsions,” 
“marasmus,” “congenital debility” and 
even “prematune birth,” are in reality 
due to diarrhea and enteritis. All pre- 
ventive measures tend to diminish 
mortality from other causes, some of 
which may not seem to be closely as- 
sociated with them. The prevention of 
all deaths from diarrheal diseases 
would mean more nearly the reduction 
of infant mortality by one-half than 
by one-fourth. 

“Other causes may be restricted, but 
it is not worth while to divert our 
most serious efforts to them until we 
have conquered diarrhea and enteritis. 
the most deadly enemy of infant life.’ ”’ 

At the close of Dr. Boynton’s pa- 
per. Dr. Fred Hodgson spoke a few 
words emphasizing the importance o1 
anout-of-door life for mothers. TIn- 
less the mothers are athletic and heal- 
thy we cannot expect them to have 
strong sons and daughters, he said. He 
a@iso drew attention tm the need of 
pure milk and complimented Dr. Claus 
Smith for his excellent work in this 
particular. 


Mra. Boyd Talks. 


“That there can be such a gathering 
as this,’”’ said Mrs. Warren Boyd, the 
next speaker, “ig itself significant or 
a change of public opinion. Formerly, 
distressing conditions were heapec 
upon Providence, but now we set abou: 
righting them by sclentific measures.” 
Mrs. Boyd then said that infant mor- 
tality had been decreased 42 per cent 
in New York by better milk and by 
establishing a system of district nurses 
who aided in caring for new-born 
babies. She advocated such a system 
here. She also deplored the fact that 
Georgia has no system for keeping 
vital statistics. 

Mrs James R. LAttle called attention 
to the fact that about 300 babies die 
every year in Atlanta and thought the 
only remedy was to organize and edu- 
cate the universal mother love. 

“The Selool Child, Food and Hygi- 
ence,” was discussed by Dr. Stewart 
Roberts. 

“The child,” said he, “ig a human 

being that grows. [I think it will help 
us to keep that definition in mind dur- 
ing this discussion. 
- “From the point of view of its 
mother it is an object of love, to the 
teacher it Is an object of education, to 
the state it is an object of economy 
but to all it is an object of conservua- 
tion. From the age of 6 years to 14 
years the child must be educated, bux 
still more important is the conserva- 
tion of its bodily strength that must 
carry it through the rest of its life.” 

Dr. Roberts then showed the exceed- 
ingly plastic nature of the young child 
and the ease with which it could be in- 
fluenced by its environment. “Every 
hour, every minute counts” said he. 
“If you work a child in a mill for 1¢ 
hours, as is often done in Georgia, 
that child will surely reflect its en- 
vironment.”

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OF GREEN SLATE 
QuARRY IN BARTOW 
aia COUNTY. 


Scenes at new slate quarry in Bartow county. 


Cartersville, Ga., November 26.— 
(Special.)—One of the largest slate 
quarries in the United States, and thre 
largest of its kind in the world has 
been discovered in the extreme north- 
ern part of Bartow county, and when 


it reaches a full state of development, | 


which will be in the near future, the 
number of workmen required to carry 
on the operations, with their families, 
will make a little city almost as large 
as Cartersville. 

The variety of the slate in this vein 
makes it of particular value, being of 
a deep sea green, and of the unfading 
kind. It has been found in small quan- 
tities in other parts of the world, but 
wxperts declare the quality of the Bar. 
tow county slate to be the finest that 
has yet been discovered, 

The immensity of the vein indicates 
a practically inexhaustible supply, and 
as there is a great demand for that 
quality of slate, it is believed that this 
will become one of Georgia’s largest 
and most permanent industries. There 
is also promise that this will become 
the most extensive slate works in the 


In one place the vein 
had been traced in one solid run for 
more than 4,000 feet. Its depth, of 
course, cannot be told, but the charac- 
ter of such veins leads the geologists 
to believe that it runs many hundred 
feet under the earth. 

This quarry lies about 24% mikes from 
Fairmount, and is on the line of the 
new Louisville and Nashville railroad. 
It was discovered by Dr. G. W. Davis. 
a Welchman, four years ago, while he 
was walking along the tracks of the 
newly constructed railway. Noticing 
an outcropping of stone that bore a 
resemblance to slate, but of a peculiar 
green color, Mr. Davis investigated 
further into the country. His re- 
searches were rewarded with the dis- 
covery of the finest body of green slate 
in the world. 

Mr. Davis’ . father, who came to 
America from Wales, the home of slate 
quarries, discovered the immense de- 
posits of this stone in Lehigh county, 
Pennsylvania. The quarry which was 
discovered by the elder Davis, before 
the civil war, has made ths city of 


United States. 


'Slatenton, which now has a population, 


of more than 15,000 people. The lead 
of slate then discovered was found to 
extend alsoto Bangorand Danielsville, 
Pa., both of which are now large cities. 

There are a great many uses to 
which this quality of slate can be put: 
Roofing, tiling, vaulting, mantels, 
vaults for burial, curbing, window and 
door sills and lintels, etc. Bath and

materials will be manufactured nea~ 
the quarries. 

For working the quarries and turn- 
ing out the manufactured articles, 
several hundred workmen will be re- 
quired, most of whom will be skilled.

Louisville, December 3.—Joseph 
Wendling tonight was found guilty by 
a jury of the murder of 8&-yar-old 
Alma Kellner and his punishment fixea 
at life imprisonment. The jury was 
given the case at 6:20 p. m., and an- 
nounced the verdict at 10:10. 

Wendling was talking to his wife, 
Mrs. Madeline Wendling, when the ver- 
dict was announced. He remained 
perfectly calm. 

“I either killed the little girl or 1 
did not,” Wendling sald. “They shouia 
either send me to the electric chair or 
turn me free.”’ 

Web of Circumstantial Evidence Woven 

The verdict camte after a day spent 
in argument by attorneys and the 
reading of the instructions of Judge 
Gregory. Although 
possible verdicts the jury might have 
returned under the instructions of the 
court, the verdict was merely “mur- 
der.’’ 

The evidence presented 
Wendling was purely circumstantial. 
Since his arrest and throughout Ils 
trial, he denied any knowledge of the 
fate of the Kellner child.

Little Alma Kellner at Mass. 

Alma Keliner was last seen in St.

When she failed to return home after 
several hours, her family became 
alarmed and notified the police. It Was 
first believed the child had been kid- 
naped, and numerous rewards were of- 
fered for her return. 

On May 20 the mutilated body of 4 
child was found in a cellar under the 
music room at St. John’g church. The 
body was accepted by the Keliner fam- 
ily as that of their child. Circum- 
stantial evidence pointed to Joseph 
Wendling, former janitor of the 
church, who had disappeared on Jan- 
uary 14, as the murderer. 

A search was started for Wendling, 
which led to New Orleans, through 
Texas and finally to Culifornia, where 
he was finally captured on June 39, 
the arrest being made in San Fran- 
cisco. 

Post Card Caused Wendling’s Arrest. 

Chief of Detectives Carney, of this 
city, who personally conducted the 
search for Wendling, had almost given 
up the hunt when he located Mrs. 
Cora Munea, a milliner, at Hume, M9. 
Wendling had known Mrs. Munea in 
Texas, and had proposed marriage to 
her. 

Munea denied any Knowledge 
of Wendling, but on his visit Captain 
Carney found a post card from Wend- 
linge mailed in California. Carney tele-

The work of excavation for the new 
Grady hospital annex, to be built with 
bond money, is already well under way 
and Donaldson and Pearson, the gen- 
eral contractors, promise to have the 
building ready for occupancy Novem- 
ber 1, 1911. 

The new building is to adjoin the 
present hospital building facing on 
Butler street. It will be four stories 
high, with a basement, and will be 
constructed, of re-enforced concrete 
brick veneered, fire-proof throughout. 
The brick will be red. 

The annex will accommodate i119 
patients. The first second and third 
floors will be set apart for the wards, 
and the fourth floor will be used for the 
operating rooms and individual pa- 
tients. The administration offices willl 
be on the first floor and the basement 
will house the laboratory and hydro 
and electro-therapeutic instruments. 

The building will occupy a space 
143x60 feet. The ambulance drive- 
way attached to the old building 1s 
being torn away in order to make 
room for the new structure.

REAL ESTATE TALK 


BY ADAIR. 


We now go back and delve into a 
little past history. It has to do witn 
the old Atlanta Suburban Land Com- 
pany, a corporation which was organ- 
ized over twenty years ago: this com- 
pany owned about 2,000 acres of lana 
lying east of Atlanta in DeKalb county. 
The company’s property extended from 
Whiteford avenue (formerly Beil 
Street) to the limits of Decatur, ana 
the old Metropolitan Street railway (a 
dummy line) was built through. the 
property. In conveying a right-oi-way 
to this street railway, it was express- 
ly provided that tire land company re- 
served the right to use said right-er- 
way for a street, and could lay out 


: aber crossing it, or along it or upon 


The right-of-way was 40 feet in 
width, but'!in all of its subdivisions 
and plats the Suburban Land Company 
provided additional space alongside for 
street purposes, and a continuous bou- 
levard, 75 feet in width, was contetn- 
plated along the entire line. Only por- 
tions of this street have been gradea 
out, in most places there is only the 
appearance of a railroad cut. But witu 
the expenditure of a little work and 
the co-operation of property owners 
and the public, it is possible to secure 
a continuous strect, 75 feet wide, from 
Whiteford avenue right into Decatur 
along the car line. The importance on 
this fine thoroughfare in opening up a 
vast section. of territory cannot be 
overestimated. 


The tlme will come soon when we 
will nee@ these wide streets to take 
care of the ever-increasing traffic. 
Fuiton county is now spending a big 
sum of money widening East Point 
road to 60° feet, showing the public 
necessity of wider highways. You can 
get a fair sample of how a 75-foot 
road along the South Decatur car line 
would look by examining the finishea 
portions of it at East End. Here for a 
stretch of several blocks the road has 
been graded. out to the full widtn. 
It would be an easy matter to connect 
up the disjointed sections and finish 
up a big portion of this road. We 
recommend to the citizens of Kirk- 
wood, East End and Decatur the ad- 
visability of taking such steps as will 
carry on this important work. 


DeKalb avenue has to carry all the 
traffic that goes from Atlanta into 
DeKalb county, and another outlet Is 
needed south of this street. Fair 
street, .if improved and paved, woulda 
help out a large section of country, 
and Hardee street, if it were put in 
passable condition, would serve a large 
territory. It is certain that sooner or 
later all these connections that lea: 
out eastwardly from Atlanta into tne 
adjoining county must be opened up. 
put in good shape and prepared for the 
traffic that is coming. The 75-foot 
street mentioned, running alongSide 
the car line all the way out will be 
of incalculable benefit to the near-in 
portion of DeKalb county. 


line running out of At- 
lanta with a 5-cent fare is built up 
except the South Decatur line. Doubt- 
less this is due to the fact that ‘it was 
not generally known that a (5-foot 
street was provided for along this 
line. As this street becomes more de- 
fined and is plainly noticeable, it is 
certain that there will be a tendency to 
puild up, and many nice residences 
will spring up along the line. New, 
fresh land that lies wel] and is nicely 
shaded, free from anything objection- 
able, will attract homeseekers and 
builders. Inasmuch as all the other 
residential car lines are built up, and 
prices of lots are almost prohibitive, 
sales will take place along the South 


Decatur line.

IN QUAINT OLD ROTHENBURG

Hach day we found new charms in 
our Garden of Delight. Now it was a 
bunch of school! girls with their hair 
braided in pig-tails down their backs, 
their long-waisted Gretchen dresses, 
and the invariable apron. (Will some- 
body please tell me if there is a law 
in Germany compelling every woman 
and girl to wear an apron?) 

Now it was an ox-team with some 
peasants on a load of produce, or an 
old woman pushing a cart loaded with 
milk cans. Now it was a window 
filled with some lovely Bavarian pot- 
tery. “Oh, just look at that turquoise- 
blue pitcher with black fir trees and 
eer on it,” Mrs. U. would exclaim. 
“T wonder if I could get that to Paris 
without breaking it” she mused. “Yes,’ 
I answered, “I suppose you could if 
you would buy another box. I will 
give you permission to try it, as I 
am not expecting 10 travel in your 
direction.” She’ compromised on some 
old pewter spoons with the Emperor 
Maxamilian and his consort on the 
handle, but I have my suspicion that 
she went back and bought the pitcher 
and sneaked it into her room when we 
were not looking. Or it was some 
antiquarian shop with ola pewter 
plates, old beer mugs, curiopsly 
wrought silver with elaborate pattern 
hammered on it; in fact, anything and 
everything one could possibly think of 
to tempt the pocketbook.

Groups of children were 
playing under the trees, and mothers 
were sitting with their knitting as

wall upon the loveliest view of all.

wound, with many a mill on its banks, 


some of them centuries 
little castle calleq the “Katserstohl.” 
built by Toppler in 1879. It was here

WOMEN’S CLUBS SUPERIOR 
TO THE CREATURE COMFORTS 


Editor Constitution: “I see in the 
morning’s Constitution an article Dy 
Dr. Charles Aked, entitled ‘Women's 
Clubs Superior to Men's.’ I regret that 
this is in most cases true, and for my 
part, I wish our women’s clubs would 
think a little more of tha creature com- 
forts. We have just as much right to 
our games, chops, and easy chairs in 
our clubs as men have. 

‘‘What woman does not wish some- 
times to get away, and ask a couple of 
friends to dine with her when she 
does not have to cook the meal; to 
read the latest news: talk’ of the last 
book. I tell you, women must have 
relaxation as much and more than 
men do! They should see that their 
clubs should embody these comforts 
as well as provide for the intellectual 
and mental pabulum of this house in 
which we live from the cradle to the 
grave. 

“It is also a reflection on our mena 
that they are willing to let us do their 
praying and take a large dose of spir- 
itual physic that they might get the 
refiex action without their physically 
and mentally taking some. 

“A SUBSCRIBER.” 

(The questions put forth in the liet- 
ter were referred to several prominen,.

“I do hope that the growth of .tlanta 
will some day warrant a building 
where there can be the woman’s res- 
taurant, bath rooms, manicure and 
hairdressing parlors, and even rest 
rooms where tired women shoppers 
from out of townmight rest,” she 
said. “Such buildings are maintained 
in New York and Chicago, where there 
ig more wealth to be expended, and 
where there is not so much educa- 
tional and philanthropical work to be 
done as in Atlanta. 

“It is true that women must have 
relaxation, but I doubt that a club 
would be the ideal place for it while 
women are still the kind of women 
they are here. 

“At present Atlanta has a magnifi- 
cent library, where the latest books 
may be had; where magazines and 
Papers are free. There are many 
more theaters than ever before, and 
fine moving icture shows. There 
are beautiful ice cream parlors, but, 
of course, there are still no smoking 
rooms in Atlanta for ladies, and I 
doubt that even if the restaurant 
feature were introduced in Atlanta 
women’s clubs they would afford the 
kind of relaxation that men have in 
their clubs. 


Women Not Forced to Pray. 


“I do not exactly understand the al- 
lusion to it being a ‘reflection on our 
men that they are willing to let us 
do their praying and take large doses 
of spiritual physic that they might 
get the reflex action.’ :

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POTISH TAX 
HTS. FARMERS 


Germany Penalizes the 
American Purchasers. 


Tax Doubles Cost to Ameri- 
cans ---Full Story of Dispute 
Told by Representatives of 


American Fertilizer Interests. | 


Appeal to State Department. 


A recent editorial in The Constitu- 
tion on the tax laid by Germany on 
potash exports, which it is estimated 
will cost the farmers and fertilizer 
interests of this country $42,000,000 in 
the next seven years, has attracted 
wide attention and led to considerable 
comment among farmers, manufactur- 
ers of commercial fertilizers and 
others. 

In that editorial it was pointed out 
that the tax—which took the shape of 
a penalty for overproduction by cer- 
tain mines—was levied directly at 
American purchasers, and was framed 
solely with that idea. 

In the following communications, 
the whole history of the transaction is 
reviewed by T. C. Meadows, vice pres- 
ident of the Internationa! Agricultural 
(‘orporation of New York, and, by Rob- 
ert S. Bradley, of Boston, chairman of 
the board of directors of the American 
Agricultural Chemical Company. 

Both lay blame upon the German 
zovernment for its action in the potash 
dispute. They agree that the law vio- 
lates that principle of law upheld by 
Americans which denies to a legisla- 
tive body of any state the right to 
pass an act violating the obligation of 
contracts. 

The story of how the law was 
framed; the activities of Hermann 
Schmidtmann, who recently developed 
the Sollstedt mine in Germany; the 
latter’s contracts with the American 
Agricultural Corporation of New York, 
and the subsequent attempt of the 
German syndicate to force their can- 
cellation; the activity of M. H. Davis, 
of the American state department, and 
the conferences between Schmidtmann 
and the American purchasers, is told in 
detail. 
Statement of Mr. Meadows, 

The communication of Mr. Meadows 
follows: 

“New York, November 26, 1910.” 

“Editor Constitution: The editorial 
which appeared in your paper of re- 
cent date has been brought to aur at- 
tention. For your information, we are 
pleased to submit for your considera- 
tion the following facts: 

“Mr. Hermann Schmidtmann, - of 
Lofer, Austria, was one of the pioneers 
in the development of the German pot- 
ash industry. Under his direction and 
supervision Kaliwerke Aschersleben, 
one of the oldest, largest and strongest 
' of the GermaN potash mines, was devel- 
oped about thirty yearsago. Less than 
ten years ago Mr. Hermann Schmidt- 
mann developed a new mine known as 
Kaliwerke Sollstedt. Mr. Schmidtmann 
has, therefore, been prominently iden- 
tified with the German potash industry 
from its inception, and has always 
been a prominent figure in the differ- 
ent potash syndicates which have been 
organized at five-year ‘intervals dur- 
ing the past twenty years. 

Mr. Schmidtmann has at all times 
contended for lower potash prices and 
for the sale of higher grades of potash 
salts to the trade. He recognized that 
the artificially high prices that were 
being maintained by the syndicate 
tended to stimulate the development 
of too Many new mines, and his re- 
peated protests to the syndicate and 
to the German government on this 
subject are well-known matters of 
potash history. 

Schmidtmann Sells Independents. 

“At the time Mr. Schmidtmann’s new 
mine, Sollstedt, was developed, he 
adopted drastic measures in trying to 
induce his syndicate to meet his 
views. It was only after Mr. Schmidt- 
mann, through his new mine, had en- 
tered into ten-year contracts with

 peaetionny all the so-called independ- 
ent fertilizer manufacturers of the 
United States in the year 1906, correct- 
ing the discrimination which the Ger- 
man kalisyndikat had made against 
the independent fertilizer manufactur- 
ers, and guaranteeing to such inde- 
pendents the same prices on their pot- 
ash salts that the syndicate had pre- 
viously made to the so-called Amer- 
ican fertilizer trusts, that Mr. Schmidt- 
mann permitted his new mine to join 
the then existing syndicate. 

“The contracts which were made be- 
tween the American independent ferttl- 
izer manufacturers and Kaliwerke 
Solistedt in the’ year 1906 are the con- 
tracts which are still in existence, 
and it is by virtue of these contracts 


j tract with the American Agricultural 


that the independent fertilizer manu- 
‘facturers were given the benefit of 


i} prices about 25 per cent lower than 


j}had been charged them during the 
previous five years by the kalisyndikat 
when this syndicate expired on July 1, 
1909. 

Dissensions Among Mine Owners. 

“Tie dissensions among the various 
Pp h miners had become so great 
that when the time came for renewing 
| the potash syndicate on June 30, 1909, 
it was impossible for the mine owners 
to reach an agreement, and the old 
syndicate expired on the night of 
June 320, without any renewal agree- 
ment having been arrived at. 

“Mr. Hermann Schmidtmann was in 
Berlin at the time representing his 
potash interests, and when the syndi- 
cate failed to reorganize, was free to 
sell the production of his mines as 
he saw fit. He at once closed a con- 


Chemical Company for a period of 
| ines years on behalf of Kaliwerke 
Aschersleben, covering the 
mate requirements of the A. A. C. 
Company at prices considerably lower 
than 
viously been paying the kalisyndikat. 
“The execution of this contract by 
the A. A. C. Company immediately es- 
tablished similar prices for all the 
independent fertilizer manufacturers 
of America who held ten-year con- 
tracts with Kaliwerke Sollistedt which 
had been made in the year 1906. 
Syndicate Wars on Schmidtmann. 


“When the other potash miners 
learned that practically the entire bus- 
iness of America had thus been se- 
cured by Mr. Schmidtmann’s mines at 
reduced prices, they expeMenced lit- 
tle difficulty in reorganizing their syn- 
dicate without Mr. Schmidtmann, and 
for the publicly-expressed purpose of 
fighting Mr. Schmidtmann. Numerous 
effortS were made by the German gov- 
ernment officials and by the officials 
of the new syndicate to frighten Mr. 
Schmidtmann and his American cus- 
tomers into a surrender of their low- 
priced contracts, but such efforts were 
ignored by Mr. Schmidtmann and his 
customers until November, 1909. At 
that time Mr. Schmidtmann had a con- 
ference with the German minster of 
commerce, and from such a confer- 
ence received a direct intimation that 
unless sOme compromise agreement 
was made between his mines, his 
American customers, and the syndli- 
cate the government would surely 
have to pass seme form of legislation 
that would deprive the Americans 
of the low prices which Mr. Schmidt- 
mann had given therm. 

“Mr. Schmidtmann immediately 
transmitted this information ‘to his 
American customers, and urged them 
to send a committee to Berlin with a 
view of working out some favorable 
compromise with the German govern. 
ment and the Kalisyndikat. The 
American buyers did not seriously 
consider Mr. Schmidtmann’s' § recom- 
mendations at that time, and refused 
to send a committee to Berlin. 

“Notwithstanding this action of his 
American customers, Mr. Schmidt- 
mann, personally. undertook to effect 
a compromise arrangement on behalf 
of his mines and his American cus- 
tomres, and did succeed during the 
month of December, 1909, in drawing 
up a compromise agreement which he 
considered a reasonable one for all 
parties concerned. This agreement 
Was executed as between the syndi- 
cate and Mr. Schmidtmann’s mines. 
but became effective only upon its 
ratification by Schmidtmann’s Amer- 
ican customers. Mr. Schmidtmann in- 
duced the Kalisydikat to send to 
America along with him two repre- 
sentatives of the syndicate who should 
présent, this compromise arrangement 
to the American buyers. 

Americans Reject Compromise. 

“This compromise was considered 
at great length by the American buy- 
ers during December, 1909. and Jan- 
uary, 1910, but was finally rejected by 
the Americans, who apparently acted 
upon some assurances which.they re- 
ceived from the state department of 
the United States government that the 
threatened legislation before the Ger- 
man reichstag could be avoided. The 


failure of the Americans to ratify 


this compromise agreement, of course, 
destroyed the agreement as -between 
the syndicate and Mr. Schmidtmann's

“The German reichstag finally, on 
May 10, 1910, passed the bill which 
had been threatened, and which bill 
created a tax on the output of the 
Sollstedt and Aschersleben mines al- 
most doubling the price at which Mr.

“At the time the contract between 
Mr. Schmidtmann and Mr. Bradley was 
executed, Mr. Sehmidtmann feared

pany contained a clause as follows: 
Tax Passed On to Buyers. 
““Any export or import duties

“Under such circumstances, Mr. 
Schmidtmann’s mines have contended 
that the charges resulting from this 
law ar@ properly borne by the buyers 
and not by the mines.

The bundesrat is em- 
powered to reduce the taxes pro- 
vided for in article 26 and payable 
on goods supplied under contracts 
made before December 17, 19v¥, to 
such an extent that the prices of 
the quantities delivered after May 
1, 1910, including the taxes, will 
not be higher than the prices 
which were in force until June 390, 
1909.’ 

Suggested Cencessions Repudiated. 

“Acting under this authority, the 
bundesrat did make the § follow.nz 
regulations relative to the reduction 
of taxes to parties holding contracts 
with Mr, Schhmidtmann: 

“*The bundesrut have decided upon 
the tollowing in coumection with the 
putting in force of article 36 of the 
potash bill regarding the sale of potash 
of May 25: 

“‘The imperia] chancellor is hereby 
allowed to reduce the taxes mentioned 
in article 26 regarding shipmenis on 
the basis of contracts closed befo.e 
the 17th of December, 1999, in accord- 
ance with article 46, as follows: 

“"The reductions are subject to the 
following restrictions: 

“1, On figuring the average cost of 
salts, taking into account the refund 
of taxes, which the buyer must pay, 
the quantity shipped free of tax, 
within the free quota of the mine, 
must also be taken into considerat.on. 

“<2. The reduction is only allowed on 
quantities for the purchase of which 
the buyer can prove that he obligated 
himself before the law entered in 
force, but not on quantities for the 
purchase of which he only had an Op- 
tion at that time. . 3 

“*3. The buyer must make an i _ppli- 
eation for the reduction of the taxes 
paid by the mime and must prove that 
he was not only obligated to take de- 
livery of the goods, but also to pay the 
taxes.’ 

“These concessions, while mat-rial, 
were not satisfactory either to the 
American buyers or to the American 
government, and still further demanus 
for reduction of taxes have been de- 
manded by the American committee 
and Mr. M. H. Davis, who have just 
returned from Berlin without having 
secured further concessions. ; 

Law Almed at Americans. 

“There seems tv be no question 
whatsoever but what .he law was pass- 
ed for the express purpose of depriv- 
ing the American buyers of the ad- 
vantages which Mr. schmitdmann had 
given them in the prices of potash 
salts under their contracts. There 
seems to be no question but what the 
Americans are entirely correct in their 
demands for a refund of al) taxes cre- 
ated by this law which would be col- 
lected from parties who held contracts 
with Mr. Schmidtmann prior to the 
passage of the law. It is general y 
admitted that Ambassador Hil} received 
assurances from the German g0-ern- 
ment at the time the law was pend- 
ing that it would not impair. ex- 
isting contracts. It remains to be

Statement of Robert 8. Bradley. 

The history of the potash dispute 
given by Robert S. Bradley, chairman 
of the board of directors of the Amer- 
ican Agricultural Chemical Company, 
and chairman of the committee of five 
who went to Germany with the repre- 
Sentative of the American state de- 
partment, is given below. 

Mr. Bradiey tells how he closed con- 
tracts for potash between midnight 
and morning at a meeting of mire 
owners, between the time of the ex- 
piration of an old syndicate and the 
formation of a new one. 

In his statement Mr. Bradley says: 

“The potash business has been con- 
trolled by a German syndicate for more 
than thirty years” sa.d Mr. Bradiey 
yesterday. ‘“Th.s control has been ex- 
ercised not only over the production 
of the commodity, but its sale in ali 
the markets of the world. It has been 
the custom to form such a syndicate 
for a period of five years and the last 
syndicate expired by limitation at mid- 
night of June 30, 1909, 

“For months before attempts had 
been made to form a new syndicate 
I had been in Berlin for some time 
investigating and preparing to bu, 
potash in case an opportunity was of- 
fered. By midnight of the day men- 
tioned the delegates, representing 
about sixty mines. who had been in 
session, had failed to come to an 
agreement. 

Quick Action at Midnight Meeting. 


“This caused an open market at the 
moment and I immediately made con- 
tracts running two years together wit). 
option to run one year on a future 
contract period of five years. This 
covered the entire requirements of the 
American Agricultural Company for 
Seven years. 

“At half past 1 o’clock that same 
morning the president issued an edic. 
call.ng a meeting of the delegates fo: 
9 o’clock, when a new syndicate wa: 
formed. This, of course, closed the 
opportumty to buy potash at less than 
syndicate prices. 

“The contracts I had made were re- 
ported, of course to the new syndi- 
cate, and the news caused some con- 
sternation among the delegates, be- 
cause the prices were about 35 per 
cent below the prices that had been 
ruling. For instance, the syndicate 
price of muriate of potash landed in 
New York was $33 a ton, while ac- 
cording to my contract it would be 
about $290. 

Threatened by Privy Councillor. 

“Within a week | was waited on ai 
the Adion hotel in Berijin by Geheim- 
rath Kempner, a director of the syndi- 
cate and a privy councillor of the gov- 
ernment. He threatened me with th: 
invalidation of my contracts by gov- 
ernment action if I refused to surren- 
der them or to make some co.npromis 
that would be satistactory to the syn- 
dicate, and strongly intimated that the 
government would put on potash an 
export duty which should counterval!l 
whatever advantage I had gained by 
the contracts made. 

“By whose authority do you make 
the statement” I asked the Geheim- 


rath. 
““By that of Herr Sydow, the min- 


ister of trade and commerce of Prus- 
sia,’ he replied. 

“It is a fact that the Prussian gov- 
ernment owns three potash mines 
which are members of the syndicate. 

“T told the Geheimrath that I would 
never surrender my contracts on any 
such threat and that I didn't believe 
that my government would view w th 
favor any action of the kind suggesteu 
on the part of Germany, and the inter- 
Vv , closed. 

_ few aays later in Dresden I re- 
ceived a tclegram from Oberburgrath 
Paxmann, the president of the potash 
syndicate, requesting me to return to 
Berlin the next day for a conterence 
with Geheimrath Kempner and him- 
self in relation to the expurt duty and 
other government regulations regard- 
ing potash which were being planned. 
He desiréc that 1 reach Berlin before 
noon, as the potash syndicate was to 
meet in the afternoon. ! declined to 
return to Berlin and instead continued 
on my way home. 

An Exchange of Visits. 


‘in August they sent representatives 
over here to negotiate for a compro- 
mise of my contracts, but without re- 
The next month delegates repre- 
senting about sixty «american manu- 
facturers wert to Berlin and obtained 
a duplication of my contracts in con- 
sequence of their holding contracts 
made with one of the Schmidtmann 
mines, whereby the latter guaranteed 
to these American manufacturers the 
same prices that my company might 
obtain. Schmidtmann was therefore 


tegally bound to give thése manufarc- 
turers.the same terms 1 nad obtained. 
So thdt now instead of a matter of 
$6,000,600 being involved, here was now 
$25,000,000. 

“Geheimrath Kempner and Herr 
Bielman, another director of the pot- 
ash syndicate, came over here the fol- 
lowing December, and here at the Bel- 
mont we had a long conference. We 
volunteered to meet them half way and 
divide the difference between the syn- 
dicate prices and the contract prices, 
vecause they presented a draft of an 
imperial! potash law which had been 
introduced into the bundesrath. Thi: 
bill imposea an export duty on potasi: 
that would countervai] the prices men- 
tioned in our conptracts. 

“Ther accepted our offer on princi- 
ple, bi t in figuring out the prices the} 
raised them sufficiently to counterval 
all the advantages left on a half-wa:s 
sompromise basis. We then broke of 
negotiations.

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For the first time in the history of 
street car service in this city the citi- 
zens of Atlanta will have an oppor- 
tunity on Wednesday, December 7, to 
test the advtange the “pay-as-you-en- 
ter,” double-trucked, 36-passenger 
street cars have over the single- 
trucked, 28-passenger cars now in use 
on practically al] the lines of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany. 

Following the action of Chicago and 
other modern cities. the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric®Company has deter- 
mined to test the effectiveness of the 
pay~as-you-enter cars, and some time 
ago put in its order for seventeen of 
the modern cars. : 

Four Cars Will Be Tried. 

The first four of the new cars will 
be put in operation next Wednesday 
on the Brookwood extension of the 
Peachtree and Whitehall street lines, 
that ls, cars operating between 
Brookwood and West End. 

On or about January 1 the company 
put five other pay-as-you-enter 
cars on that same line, replacing the 
nine single-trucked cars now in oper- 
ation on that division. 

The company is also having eight 
other cars bullt which will be put in 
operation at an éarly date on the 
Piedmont park and West End line, so 
that all the cars operating on White- 
hall and Peachtree streets, admittedly 
the most crowded lines in the city, 
will be pay-as-you-enter, double- 
truck cars, fashioned after the most 
modern street cars manufactured. 

While the company is putting the 
pay-as-you-enter cars in operation 
simply to test their practicability, it 
ig announced that even though they 
ehould not be adopted over the entire 
system. the street car company intends 
in the future to buy nothing but 
double-trucked cars for use on all the 
important lines In the city. 

On some of the Mnes larger cars are 
not necessary, but where the traffic 
demands them‘ they will be put in 
operation just as rapidly as possible. 

Claims Meade for Cars. 
The principal claims of the pay-as- 


you-enter car-are four in number: 

1. Reduction in accidents. 

2. Increase in receipts. 

3. Improved service. 

4. Greater convenience and comfort 
to passengers. 

The new cars differ from the others 
in that the passenger pays his fare 
to the conductor on the rear platform 
as he enters the car, -obtaining his 
transfer at the same time, if one is 
desired. It also differs in that there 
are two separate doors at the rear of 
the car, one for passengers to enter 
and the other for passengers to leave 
the car. The door at the front end Is 
for use in 
crowded conditions make a front exit 
necessary. 

The conductor stands on the rear 
platform at all times and is in posi- 
tion to see that the step is clear be- 
fore he gives the starting signal, and 
passengers are thus 
accidents. His position makes it im- 
possible to overlook any fares. 

The payras-you-enter feature obvi- 
ates the necessity of the conductor 
forcing a passage through a crowded 
car to collect fares, and once a passen- 
ger is on the inside he is relieved of 
further interruption. It algo dispenses 
with crowding on the rear platform. 

The car loads and unloads simul- 
taneously and lons delays at busy cor- 
ners are avoided. 

Enter at the Rear. 

Passengers can enter the car only 
at the rear and by the step marked. 
“In.” and they can leave it only by 
the exit marked “Out,” either at the 
rear or at the front of the car. 

The passengers are also expected to 


fhave the exact fare in hand when they 


board the car, and after paying the 
conductor should immediately pass 
into the body of the car, moving as 
far as possible to the. front. Since 
the conductor never enters the body 
of the car it will be necessary to se- 
cure transfers on boarding the car. 

The adoption of the pay-as-you-en- 
ter car is expected to provide a better 
service, with greater safety, comfort 
and convenience for passengers, and 
will doubtless prove as satisfactory 
in Atlanta as in other citles where 
it has come into general use.

. Washington, ‘December  3.— When 
Santa Claus. starts on “his rounds 
hristmas Eve he will carry with him 
toys of a greater value than he has 
heretofore.

GROWTH AND PROMISE OF PEACH INDUSTRY IN 


ee —

AS cotton bears the distinction of 


heing “King” of the Georgia farm, the | 


peach rightfully comes forward to be 
honored as Queen—<a beautiful queen, 
whose sun-kissed cheeks and symmet- 
rical form have brought to Georgia 
fame second to no product of mother 
earth, unless it be cotton. In the spring- 
‘time the peach orchards in Georgia's 
groat belt, extend ng for miles, form 
'-@uch @ beautiful picture that the pass- 


ing of him who loves these things in| 


the “arts of wonderful creation” must 
pause in admiration. 

The growth of the peach Industry of 
Georgia hasbeen romantis, as well as 
remarkable. 

Half a century ago there were a few 
orchards in the neighborhood of Au- 
gusta, extending from the upper por- 
tion of Richmond county into South 
Carolina. In the early fifties South 
Carolina was the most important fruit-

Many growers seem to ignore the 
conditions attending the journey that 
their wares must take before they 
reach the eyes and hands of the con- 
sumer. f 

Methods of transportation, customs 
of the trade, the markets, “fashiops"— 
if the terms be permissable—in the 
style and form of packages, all of 
which call for consideration. 

It: is not only essential to produce 
what people want, but it must be put 
on the market in such a form that it 
will commend itself to buyers. The 
most successful grower gives attention 
to detalls and takes “infinite pains” to 
satisfy the convenience, the tastes and 
the fancies—possibly the whims—of 
the buyer. 

From Nursery to Orchard. 

One of the most fmportant consid- 
erations for the orchardist in his be- 
ginning is the nursery stock he is to 


use. 
Of course, land selection is import- 


the Empire State of the South a great 
reputation as not noly a leading pro- 
ducer, but also as an introducer of new 
and permanent varieties. 

Among the first horticulturists of 
Georgia to introduce new varieties was 
P J. Berckmans, who has resided at 
Augusta since the early fifties.

The Cannine Side. ,

canned each season. Not oniyvy = are 
numerous large canneries operated, but 
évaporatine plants have been put in 
on several big farms. 

The 1910 crop of peaches was a 
record-breaker for Georgia. That a 
new high-water mark has been reached 
the following figures are conclusive: 

There were over 3.000.000 crates 
shipped under refrigeration, requiring 
6.200 cars to transport them to the va- 
rious market centers. Aside from this. 
there were thousands of qwates shipped 
by open express to nearby markets. 

The distribution of a great crop, 
similar to the one of the past season 
affects every business itn the fruit belt. 
Thousands of dollars are necessarily 
placed in circulation to pay the heavy 
labor hire and general expenses,

The state entomologist inspects all 
nurseries and issues a health certifi- 
cate if free from the more senous 
posts, such as San Jose scale. 

This work by the state has had a 
good effect in conttrolling tree dis- 
eases. There aré at present about 
seventy-five nurseries doing business 
in Georgia, Several of them ship trees 
of all kinds into many states and 
often do export business. 

The present nursery centers of 
Georgia are Rome, Augusta, Marietta 
and Concord, and thousands. of young 
budded trees are distributed through- 
out the frult-producing sections every 
year from these points. 

June buds are largely used by the 
orchardist as it is if properly grown 
young, vigorous and healthy, and the 
cost of producing is less than the 
“standard” tree from dormagt buds. 

Value of Canunerics. 

There are several extensive canning 
factories in the fruit belt, some of the

But let us go to market at the Jatfta 
Sate and see what the people hare 
brought in from the country for sale. 
There are scores of women with bas- 
kets of vegetables before them. 
have lettuce and eggplants and beau- 
tiful caullflowers with heads as white 
as snow. They have lemons anda 
oranges from Jaffa-and apples and 
pears from the highlands of Judex:. 
Many of the sellers are Bethlehem 
girls, with high hats and fair faces, 
and among the buyers are “[fierce 
Bedouins from the desert, their heads 
bound round with ropes. Many of the 
men have guns in their hands, for no 
one thinks of traveling far over Pases- 
There are Syrians and 
Jews and Russian pilgrims, who are 
buying supplies for the hospice, called 
Little Russia, which lies outside the 
city. Here are many people selling 
beads, although the most of the bead 
sellers are about the Church of tho 
Holy Sepulcher. The beads are of 
glass, and they come from Hebron, not 
far from the cave which is Abraham's 
tomb. Hebron is the chief town of 
South Palestine, and is a manufactur- 
ing center. It makes lamps and bot- 
tles as well as glass trinkets and giass 
which are sold all over the 
Holy Land. 


Jerusalem Chickens. 


The cock which crew for St. 
has many descendants. You may see 
Some ~f them in this market. They 
are tied by the legs and lie on the 
Stones. The Holy City has no law 
aga'nst crowing, and every family 
here keeps its own rooster. There are 
SO many that the city resounds with 
their music, and about daybreak they 
Start up a concert which murders 
sleep. I am living in the heart of 
Jerusalem. I might as well be in a 
The cock concert begins 
With sunrise and -keeps on until 
evening, when the donkeys and camels 
begin. The former utter brays strong- 
er than that which spoke unto Ba- 
laam; and the latter whine and grum- 
ble all night. In addition to these 
noises, there are others which trouble 
the tourists. The people rise with the 
chickens and the stone streets re-echo 
their steps. The birds sing and the 
peddlers shout. At the same time the 
bells begin ringing to show it is day, 
and the trumpets of the Mohammedan 
soldiers in David’s Tower add to the 
din. One can easily sleep in a rail- 
road depot or near a boiler factory, 
for the noises there are of one or 
two kinds and the ear comes to know 
them. Here there is a new sound 
every minute and a new smash 
hour. 


A Call the Governor. 


During my stay in Jerusalem I have 
called upon the governor and mayor. 
This city belongs to the Mohammedans, 
and it takes two great Moslems to rule 
it. The governor Is the executive and 
the mayor works under him to keep| 
the warring Christians in order. 
governor is about 40 years of age. He 
is a fine looking man wtih a white faec 
and brown eyes and hair. He dresses 
in’ European clothes, and wears a fez! 
cap. He speaks French, and is not 
averse to talking 
in Palestine. He says that 
Turkish zZzovernment has 
changed the conditions and that the 
people will be far better off thhn they 
were in the past. He expects that it 
wil] take some time to educate them 
so that they may govern themselves, 

I asked his excellency whether trav. 
el was safe and whether individuals 
and parties could go about the Holy 
Land without danger. He replied that

_ The time seems to have been reached in that country when 
no Jew has any rights that any other person is bound to respect. 
The horrible atrocities practiced at Kishineff are simply specimeas 
of others that are going on al! the time. 

How long they are to continue no one knows. Possibly until 
every Jew is slaughtered or driven from his home and beyond the 
confines of the Russian empire, unless foreign protest, now world- 
wide, forces the protection the Russian government will not accord. 

Confiscation of property and the separation of families are but 
minor incidents in a continual reign of terror, where no Jew’s life 
is safe. 

It is revolting to the spirit of enlightened humanity for such 
a condition of affairs to continue. 

In the name of common humanity and of mercy, an end should 
be put to such cruelties.

Girl graduates of Atlanta's public schools, instead of fitting 
themselves to teach the young idea at starvation wages, preferred 
to go into business offices and stores at higher pay and greater 
promise of advancement. 

Yet there were undoubtedly many among them who preierre 
to qualify themselves as teachers rather than as_ stenographers, 
bookkeepers, milliners or saleswomen. But the bread and butter 
problem entered into the equation and turned the scales. 

The young teacher is making $52.50 a month for ten months in 
the year. On this she is expected to dress neatly, live decently, read 
the better class of magazines and newspapers, keep abreast of thie 
times and qualify herself in scholarship through summer schools and 
normal classes. 

In commenting upon the advance in the cost of living and its 
effect on women’s wages, The Brooklyn Eagle says editorially: 

“Recéntly a committee recommended that the pay of our teachers in their 
first year be raised to $750, because $600, the present salary, ‘is no longer @ 
living wage for a single woman in New York.’”™ 

The committee, after investigation, found that a single woman 
could not live comfortably in New York on $600 a year. 

Atlanta expects its teachers to live and aid in the support of 
their families on $525 a year. : 

The Episcopal diocese of New York has decided to open the 
doors of ‘the girls’ friendly lodge in Manhattan to women earning 
less than $17 a week. Formerly $10 a week was considered good pay 
for competent and intelligent women. 

Atlanta’s young teachers at present earn $12.50 a week. 

The board of education has said most emphatically that the 
teachers should be paid more money. 

Numbers of taxpayers have, by petition to council, expressed 
themselves to the same effect.

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GERMAN ATTITUDE ON POTASH TAX. 


In insisting upon the reichstag enactment taxing potash exports 
to the United States, shipped in fulfillment of contracts previously 
made, the German government has laid itself open to the charge of 
bad faith and taken a step that it is difficult for Americans to un- 
derstand or condone. 

The detailed story of how the tax came to be imposed, follow- 
of contracts by American fertilizer interests for sup- 
plies extending over a period of seven years, is told elsewhere in 
The Constitution today. 

‘Tie statement of Vice President T. C. Meadows, of the Interna- 
tional Agricultural Corporation, and of Robert ». Bradley, of the 
American Agricultural Chemical Company, show that their purpose 
was to reduce the cost of potash to the chemical and fertilizer trades. 

Subsequently the German government stepped in and by a 
strange, involved, ambiguous enactment, wiped out the margin the 
Americans had secured under syndicate prices. 

It is estimated by the committee representing American potash 
interests that this act will cost the trade in this country no less than 
$6,000,000 a year for the next seven years, unless it be repealed. 

The official explanation of the law is that it was passed to pro- 
tect the potash mines and to curtail production. sae 

The real reason is that the government wished to limit produc- 
tion in order to maintain prices, the government itself being a mem- 
ber of the syndicate that controls the potash situation in Germany. 

The American purchasers—the American Agrioultural Corpo- 
ration and the American Agricultural Chemical Company—made 
their purchases following the expiration of one syndicate and the 
formation the very next day of a new one. 

The price secured by the Americans was $20 a ton. The export 
tax or penalty subsequently added, amounts to $20 a ton, bringing 
the total cost up to $4o. | eee 

Everv cotton farmer in the south, every tiller of the soil who 
ttses a pound of commercial fertilizers is deprived of an advantage 
which, under the American conception of the obligation of contracts, 
he was entitled to receive. 

The law is retroactive in effect, and, therefore, indefensible. 
[t is aimed directly at American purchasers, and they must pay 
the penalty imposed. The cotton farmer, being the ultimate con- 
sumer, is the man finally injured. . 

The committee of Americans, comprising Hon. M. H. Davis, 
of the bureau of trade relations, and Ambassador Hill, who took 
the matter up with the kaiser’s government, were given scant cour- 
tesy. Their offers of compromise met with no acceptance and no 
counter proposition. 3 

The committee from this country offered to divide the differ- 
ence and give up $12,000,000, but the offer was declined. 

The present situation, therefore, is this: Germany, having 
failed to force to repudiation of private contracts which were of ad- 
vantage to citizens of this country has arbitrarily opposed a gov- 
ernment duty to prevent Americans enjoying the benefit of that 
advantage. 

If ever there was a trade dispute calling for active measures 
on part of the American state department it is presented here. 

It is within the power of this government to impose counter- 
vailing duties on exports to Germany, including a tax on cotton. _ 

As Mr. Bradley points out, the United States government is 
called on to decide “whether it will allow the practical repudiation 
of contracts made abroad by its citizens, through a law passed by 
a.foreign government ten months after contracts were entered into 
in good faith.” ; | 

Congress at its approaching session should give attention to 
this matter, if the state department fails to make any further head- 
way. 
: It is a matter affecting in its results millions of American citi-

tional law which cares for the inter- 
State movements of feedstuffs.

histor? from oblivion; to sift out facts 
from tradition: to arrange these facts 
under the discriminating eye of trained 
Observation, and to teach aright the 
vital lessons that may be drawn from 
them. 


But who is to do that? The secret of 
instruction is having right teachers. 
Incompetent persons make a botch of 
all their undertakings, whether it be 
of shaping the minds tof children or 
making a pair of shoes. A school sys- 
tem is but a tool. Some persons will do 
better work with a jack-knife than 
others with a whole chest of carpen- 
ter’s tools. Some teachers under a 
poor system of instruction and claas!- 
fication will call out the utmost nat- 
ural powers of a pupil’ while others 
will so labor that their pupils will 
scarcely suspect that the contents of 
their schwol lessons have any connec- 
tion with the sort of men or women 
they are to be. 

The growing necessity for normal 
schools and the popularity of normal 
institutes demonstrates the fact that 
education is a science, and, as a pro- 
fession, stands first in the moral and 
social economy of mankind. Teachers 
should, therefore, live up to this stand- 
ard, and command respect in society 
for their scholarship. 

If they confine themselvés to their 
school rooms, if they write nothing, 
sav nothing, and do nothing, society 
will estimate them for value received. 
Teachers who would rise in their bus- 
iness must read, observe, study, think» 
and take some part in the affairs of 
life outside of school lessons. He or 
She must take the step from thought 
to action, and bring into society and 
into the classroom fine scholarly at- 
tainments and the polish of a delicate- 
ly cultured’ nature, an expanded expe- 
rience, supplemented by a familiar ac- 
quaintance with current events; a mind 
well stored with historical facts, poeti-

ca] sentiments, and fancies culled from | 
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standard fictions, an indomitable en- 
ergy and sleepless industry. If he is 
@ teach intellectual minors, then his 
powers of observation should be mi- 
nutely comprehensive, and to his mind 
all nature should bear the impress of 
Deity—sublimely beautiful, wonder- 
fully grand, infinitely real. The teach. 
er, then, is a leader in the cause of 
humanity, and as such his. salary 
should be guch as to draw the best 
talent into the pnofession. 

Teaching is not a showy professii’: 
The artisan may by his inventive ski!) 
excite the admiration of nations, the 
lawyer by one able forensic effort may 
make a name that will be read and 
heard in the national halls; the phy- 
sician by some surgical operativn may 
bring back from the jaws of death 
s0me victim of accident or disease. 
and thus acquire international fara, 
but the teacher labors on from yea! 
to year knowing that his labors may 
be unrecognized and unappreciated. He 
sows with care the good seed, and 
anxiously nurtures the young plantiet 
which is to electrify the world. He 
must not be discouraged if his labo:: 
receive no other recognition than the 
kindly smile of those whose affections 
he hds won by his untiring solicitude, 
and the pittance which, too frequently, 
is meted out with a grudging hand. 

The duty of the hour for the teacher 
is by all lawful means to raise educa- 
tion in the estimation of the public; 
when men and women place something 
like a proper value on education ti 
will also estimate properly the pro- 
fession whose pecullar province it i« 
to impart such education. , 

Teacher, editor, actor, preacher-— 
grand leaders in the cause of humanity! 

I have named the teacher firat, the 
preacher last. Let the record stand. 
for the school moulds the youthful 
mind into the most enduring forms. 
The press builds on the gchool’s foun- 
dation a permanent structure of man- 
hood. The stage clears away the rub- 
bish, and opens up the hidden springs 
of human action, while the surface 
work of the school and the press had 
neither concealed nor reveaied. Te 
the church is left the work of con- 
firming and bracing up the human 
structure formed and falshioned by 
the other forces.

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PARADISE FOR POOR CHILDREN 


» -FOUNDED BY ENGLISH NOVELIST 


London, December 3.—There is no 
English novelist so perversely unap- 
preciated in England as Mrs. Humphry 
Ward. Not long ago I heard Hilaire 
Belloc. who, with the assistance of 
Father Andrew Lang, sheds a li erary 
tone over the “Morning Post,” remark 
to himself: “Oh, yes, they read Mrs. 
Ward in America, I am told.” Other 
gantliemen. after attempting to prove 
the peeccability of our literary taste, 
conclude their argument with: “But 
what can you expect of a nation that 
reads Mrs. Ward?’ She seems to be 
regarded here as » Marie Corelli try- 
ing to be a George Eliot. 

This lofty literary condemnation is 
nothing, however, *9 the slamders 
which the sufffragettes have circu- 
lated: “the suffragettes have scircu- 
described best as “real mean.” Mrs. 
Ward. like everyone else in the worid, 
did not foresee in its beginning that 
the suffrage movement would attain 
the foothold it has in England. In 
spite of the fact that her sympathies 
are and always have been anti-suf- 
frage, she is now accused of regretting 
her affiliation with the antt-suf- 
fragettes. Petty accusations of this 
kind are unanswerable. Nevertheless, 
the splendid work Mrs. Ward has done 
for the poor children of London makes 
99 per cent of the suffragettes look 
small. 

Five years ago, Mrs. Ward began to 
plead the cause of evening play- 
grounds for school] children. So suc- 
cessful has she been that there are 
now sixteen centers, and a weekly at- 
tendance of 40,000. When I expressed 
my surprise at these remarkable 
figures, Mrs. Ward exclaimed: “But— 
we are only stil] at the beginning. 
There is nothing for it but to go on 
asking, with all the urgency I can, for 
more sympathy and more help. The 
growth of the centers has outstripped 
the fund, and we are at a standstill 
unti] those who love children come 
onee more to our aid. 

“The winter evenings will be upon 
us directly, and in the vast working- 
class districts of London, thousands of 
children, as they come trooping out of 
school at half past 4 oclock into winter 
darkness, or fog, or rain, will have at 
least three or four hours of leisure be- 


fore there is any chance of their going 
to bed. 

“We all know the pathetic, familiar 
figure of the ‘little mother,’ the girl 
of 11 or 12 who wheels or carries the 
family ‘biby’ about for hours; and, 
then, there is much eéarning of stray 
pennies among the elder boys. But 
the majority of the children, especial- 
ly of those between 5 and 11, have no 
home duties; they are simply in the 
way in the small tenement: rooms 
where they live. The parents turn 
them out, and they have nothing to do 
but roam the streets, to get all the ex- 
citement they can out of them, to hang 
around the saloons and watch all the 
unsavory things that may go on in 
their neighborhood, with no _  super- 
vision, nothing to stand between them 
And the vice that lies in wait for them. 
Besides the moral dangers of the 
Streets, think of the exposure that 
often befalls young children in the 
winter evenings. And, then, the child- 
ish loneliness and misery they go 
through is pitiful to see. 

“Meanwhile, close to these thousands 
of unshepherded children are the great 
school buildings, with their large, 
bright rooms standing empty, just in 
these hours between the end of schoo! 
and the beginning of the evening 
classes. What the Play Centers com- 
mittee does ig to obtain free use of 
them and then turn in a proper staff 
of play-leaders and handwork teach- 
efs, with a proper supply of toys and 
materials.”

For in- 
stance, he says of a self-congratula- 
tory Oriental: ‘If at all times and 
ocaasions he thrust himself 
forward, the natural consequence will 
be disappointment and chagrin, and to 
his complexion a yet deeper gamboge.” 
Again: “A clever young artist 
he would make an evening study of a 
woman kneeling and call it a Devotee, 
or of a boy with his mouth open and 
call it a quiring cherubim.” ' 


Few people realize the magnitude 
of the work involved in the editing 
of a dictionary. The other night Sir 
James Murray, who in 1877 was of- 
fered by an English and American 
firm of publishers the editorship of 
the Oxford English dictionary, related 
his experiences as a léxicographer. 

When the multitude of accumulated 
quotations, numbering millions and 
weighing tons, was sent to him, he 
was confronted with the problem of 
where to place them. If he stored 
them in his house at Mill Hill they 
would cumber the place from top to 
bottom, and the notion of leasing an 
adjoining cottage had to be aban- 
doned from fear of fire. Eventually 
he had an iron room érected in his 
garden, called at first in sport, but 
afterwards in earnest, the Scripto- 
rium. In-it were pigeon holes, each 
of which hold 6,000 quotations: in all, 
the room contained over 5,000,000 
quotations. 

Sir James says that if those five 
million quotations were laid end to 
end they would reach 550 miles, while 
the writing on them, if extended. 
would reach from England to the 
Great Wall of China. “But the best 
notion can be gained in relation to 
time,” he assures ue. “If a man 
started reading one quotation a min- 
ute during an eight-hour day, he 
would take thirty years to finish the 
five million.”

Ad Men Planning New 
Department in Col- 
leges of the Country.

C, Dobbs, 
of Atlanta, appointed an educational 
committee to take up the proposition 
with the authorities of the leading col- 
leges and universities. 

As yet no definite plans have been 
formulated for carrying out this pur- 
pose, but the committee is working in- 
dustriously, and will have something 
definite to report at the next meeting 
of the association in Boston.

QUEEN MARY TO REFORM 
HER ROYAL HOUSEHOLD 


By Lady Mary Manwaring. 

London, December 3.—(Special.)— 
Queen Mary is busily engaged in plan- 
ning drastic reforms about the ¢ourt 
which will not only result in a more 
economical and efficient management 
of the royal household, but which will! 
lead to the correction of many abuses 
which have grown up within the past 
quarter of a century or s0. 

One of the most important of the 
news regulations is one by which the 
four chief officials of the househoid, 
namely, the lord chamberlain, the 
master of the household, the master 


of the horse and the lord steward, will 


meet at regular periods to confer on 
of their respective de- 
partments, and to settle questions 
which are constantly arising between 
them. 

Under the old regime, when the work 
of, say, the master of the horse’s de- 
partment brought that official into 
conflict a meeting of the two officials, 
and the question at issue between 
them was referred to the king's sec- 
retary for his majesty’s instructions on 
the matter. 

The number of equerries and lords- 
in-waiting in residence is to be re- 
duced, but the number. of non-resident 
equerries who are put on the Jist in ro- 
tation every fortnight for attendance 
at the palace will be increased. This 
regulation will make for economy 
without putting aay extra work on the 
officials affected by it. 

The presence of the mistress of the 
robes at court will be required far 
more constantly than was the case in 
the last few years of King Euward's 
reign, when Queen Alexandra only re- 
quired the presence of her mistress ~.. 
the robes on occasions of great state 
ceremony; and many of the duties ct- 
taching to her office were, as a mat- 
ter of fact, performed by Miss Knollys. 

It is the wish of both King George 
and Queen Mary that the mistress of 
the robes should resume chief control 
of her majesty’s household, and, in 
consequence, the Duchess of Devon- 
shire will be a great deal at court. 
When the court is at Windsor Castle, 
her grace will be her residence; bt 
when her majesty is at Buckingham 
Palace, the duchess will, of course, «eé- 
side at Devonshire house. 


Few Matds of Honor. 
The maids of honor will in future

be notified by the mistress of the robes 
when their attendance at court is re- 
quired, and when the court is at 
Windsor, one of the maids will always 
be required to be in attendance. 

Queen Mary intends to revert to the 
old custom of giving a dowry of 
£1,000 to a maid of honor when she 
marries; but against this, her pay 
will be reduced by a hundred a year. 
Queen Alexandra raised the pay of her 
maids of honor by a hundred a year, 
but stopped the dowry money. 

In the new reign the "‘maids” wil! 
receive three hundred a year each in- 
stead of four. 

Queen Alexandra had only 
maids of honor, whilst Queen vicio- 
ria had ten. Queen Mary wil) - -oba- 
bly appoint six, but not more than two 
will be in attendance at the same time. 
Her majesty will present each of her 
maids with a gold and pear] locket, 
which the maid must always wear 
when she is in attendance. 

Several new regulations are pending 
in connection with the work of the 
lord chamberlain's department. One 
of the most important of these deals 
with the granting to societies and in- 
Stitutions the right to use the  Wrefix 
“Royal.” All institutions which are 
properly entitled to use the prefix are 
registered in the books at the lord 
chamberlain’s office, but a great many 
use it who are not entitled to do so, 
for the simple reason that it acts as a 
great help in obtaining subscriptions. 
Except im one or two glaring instances 
of misappropriation of the pre .x, no 
trouble was taken in the late reign 
to investigate the rights of any so0- 
ciety or institute to style § itself 
“Royal;” and numbers of societies 
availed themselves of, this state of af- 
fairs to do so without authority, but 
under the new regulations, they will 
no longer be able to do so; already 
one institution has been peremptorily 
ordered to cease designating itself 
“Royal,” and, as a result, several oth- 
ers, not entitied to use the prefix, have 
voluntarily dropped it. 


Use of Word “Royal.” 


In one case that recently came to 
light, it was ascertained that a society 
which existed practically for pushing 
the sale of a certain American patent 
medicine described itself as “Rova)”’ 
on its circulars, though it carefuliv 
refrained from doing s0 more evenly.

Of course, the right 
to designate itself “Royal’” will not be 
withdrawn from an institution which 
is properly entitled to do so.

REMINISCENCES OF CLAY, 
GEORGIA’S LOVED SENATOR 


By Walter McElreath. 

Senator Clay was born and rearea 
in Cobb county, about ten of twelve 
miles from where my people have 
lived since the settlement of north 
Georgia, and it has, therefore, been 
my good fortune to be acquainted with 
his career from my earliest recollec- 
tion. My first reminiscence of him is 
hardly a reminiscence, as I can only 
recail the occasion when I first saw 
him, but récollect individually those 
who were present. This was at a Sun- 
day school celebration held when 1 
was a very small boy, at what was then 
called the Powder Springs Camp 
Ground, in the western portion of 
Cobb county. I remember the occa- 
sion and the various country boys who 
spoke, or declaimed, and the young 
ladies who read “essays’’ tied with 
bide and pink ribbon.

Characteristic of the Man. 

A few months after the occasion last 
mentioned, there occurred a little in- 
cident which was characteristic of the 
man during his whole life, and which 
serves to explain, in part, his wonder- 
ful hold upon the people. In those 
days before the public

During al] of this time, none 
of his companions dismounted, and Il 
have never heard that any of them 
ever occupied a seat in the senate of 
the United States. 


Essentially a Modeat Man. 


Although Senator Clay had an air 
of confident boldness about him, he 
Was essentially a modest man, and 
was inclined to disparage too much 
the great natural abilities with which 
Providence had endowed him. This 
fundamental modesty sprang from his 


he set for himself with regard to the 
fullest performance of every duty 
which fell upon him. When he was 
elected to the United States senate, the 
responsibility almost staggered. him, 
and it humbled him. In his speech to 
the general assembly accepting the 
honor, he promised to “burn the mid- 
night oil” to make himself fit to per- 
form the duties of his great office. 
Three or four years later, 1 met him 
on the streets of Marietta one day 
when he asked me to call on him at 
his office before I left the city. That 
afternoon I did so, when he asked me 
to go into a room adjoining his main 
law Office.

lawyer, and he never forgot a favor 
done him or lost an opportunity of 
doing a favor to a frien’. When I 
Was a candidate for representative of 
Fulton county, I met him one day on 
the street in Atlanta. He immediate- 
ly asked me the status of my race,

When I sat in the church at Mariet- 
ta the other day my mind went back 
over his career as I knew it, and when 
I saw the distinguished men of the 
state and nation there to do him hon- 
or—mayors, legislators, judges, gov- 
ernors, United States senators—be- 
sides the weeping thousands of his 
friends and neighbors, and the little

The thirteenth state conference of 
the Daughters of the American Kevo- 
lution for Georgia, which heid its 
meetings at beautiful “Lawton Me- 
morial,” in Savannah, on November 22 
and 23, was a notable gathering for 
several reasons, one of which was 
the spirit of harmony and good will 
which pervaded all its sessions. This 
made it possible for the conference to 
act on all motions presented without 
the lengthy discussions which usualiy 
go retard business, and enabled Mrs. 
John M. Graham, the state regent, to 
handle a wonderful amount of busi- 
ness in the two days of the confer- 
ence.

NEW YORK UNVEILS 
HANDSOME MONUMENT 


One of the most notable events of 
historic celebrativun was the recent une 
veiling of the Peace monument erected 
by the state of New York on Lookout 
mountain, and dedicated to her sol- 
diers wh pa:ticipated in that famous 
“battle above the clouds.” 

Towering high upon the crest of 
Lookout mountain it stands 106 feet 
from base to top. Surmwounting the 
shaft are two bronze figures in military 
uniform, one a federal soidier, the oth- 
er a confederate soidier, standing te- 
gether with clasped hands, carrying 
out the beautiful thought of unity and 
reconciliation. 

It is one of the handsomest monu- 
ments ever erected in the south, cost- 
ing more then $100,000. 

Abput 3,400 people witnessed the un- 
velling ceremonies. 

When the large flag was drawn away 
froin the monument, the cavalry salut. 
ed, and the band played America, while 
the inspired audience stood’ with bared 
heads. General Sickles, in his dedi- 
catory speech, said, “Il am present to 
dedicate a monument of peace and re«- 
onciliation, mot only of our wastin« 
a mies, but of a whole nation. In pre- 
senting this monument to the Uniie: 
States we do not «ce ~ ste a victory 
To the men of the south {ft * 
us embrace you, anu ,.e¢t It be em-
